The Board of Commissioners is composed of seven (7) members who are
appointed by the Tribal Council.

On September 24, 2014, the Hualapai Tribal Council adopted the Hualapai Tribal Utility
Authority Governing Ordinance. This is a significant step toward self-determination in
the realm of public utilities for the Hualapai Tribe.

Established as an institution of Tribal government, the five members of the Hualapai
Tribal Utility Authority board are chosen by Council. As noted in Section 107.b.3, of the
Ordinance, the HTUA Board is authorized to acquire, construct, operate, maintain, promote, and expand
electric power service, and eventually water service, and sewage service at Grand Canyon West and on
such other locations within the Hualapai Reservation and on other Tribal lands under the jurisdiction of the
Hualapai Tribe as the Tribal Council may deem appropriate. The HTUA board is delegated full authority and
responsibility for the management and operation of HTUA consistent with the Ordinance.

At this time, the Tribe is seeking one new candidate to apply for Board membership to maintain this
important function of Tribal government.

¢ The position may be filled by a member of the Community who has sufficient education,
experience, and sound judgment to learn basic utility business practices and procedures.

¢ The new board member will be appointed for a three-year term.

¢ No employee of the Bureau of indian Affairs, employee of the HTUA or member of the Tribal
Council shall be a member of the Board.

VIDEO DEVICES, BLUE LIGHT, AND
SLEEP (THE LACK OF IT)

Since the holidays we have noticed an increasing number
of students who are having difficulty staying awake in
class.

When asked about their evening routines, we are
frequently getting answers about them being up very late
into the night (sometimes even into the early morning)
playing video games, being on their phones, or using other
electronic devices (tablets, virtual reality headsets, etc.).

Each of these devices emits a type of light, called blue
light, which has been scientifically proven to interfere with
the body’s normal production of melatonin (a hormone
which helps people fall asleep).

When melatonin production is disrupted, people often
have difficulty falling and staying asleep. And when they
do sleep, it is often not very restful sleep. This lack of sleep
naturally can also affect people’s moods the following day.
Children are particularly susceptible to these blue light
effects.

Harvard Medical School recommends that people should
avoid using screens that emit blue light at least two hours
before trying to go to bed.

Qur newsletters have previously talked about having
evening routines to help maintain consistency of sleep for
students. We strongly recommend incorporating a period
of ‘no screen time’ before students head off to bed, and
that they not be accessing those devices during the night.

MY STUDENT?

o Ask about our magic show — Sponsored by the
Mohave Electric Cooperative, our students were
treated to a magic show today. A number of our
students were called onstage to be part of the act. It
was an entfertaining and informative performance.
Your students were given an assignment to teach you
what they learned.

e Remind them about bus privileges — in the past couple
of weeks, we have seen an increase in the number of
student behavior incidents on the bus, everything
from yelling to physical horseplay. Please remind your
students that riding the bus is a privilege that will be
revoked if they cannot maintain appropriate behavior.

e Participate_in_conferences — The family / teacher
conference schedule is going home today. Each
student has been given a time slot. Families with
multiple students have been scheduled in consecutive
time slots for your convenience. If you are not able to
make your scheduled conference time, contact your
student’s teacher to arrange a different time. All
students will be dismissed at noon; conferences begin
at 1 pm. Students will not be able to remain at school
until their conference time, as that hour will be used
for staff training.

e Talk about perseverance — One of the Lifelong
Guidelines is perseverance — the willingness to
continue working at something until the end. Many of
our students need to work on this trait, as we find that
many of them give up rather easily. Share any stories
you have from your family about people overcoming
obstacles, solving tough problems, or facing
challenges. The more students see that others can do
it, the more likely they will think that they can as well.

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Story About Ben Watahomigie ¥

Hello, my name is May Stevens. | am Navajo from Cam-
eron Arizona. In 1966 | went on the Mormon Placement
Program. | stayed with a white Mormon family in the
Salt Lake City area. There were about 20 of us from the
Navajo Reservation. We all stayed with different foster
families for the school year and then we would go home
for the summers.

In 1966 | met Ben Wa-
tahomigie as he was on the
Mormon Placement Pro-
gram too.

We had a case worker who
we called Brother Brown
(it's a Mormon thing). Broth-
er Brown would visit us and
our foster families to insure
we doing ok in our foster
homes, in school, in church,
in life in general.

Brother Brown would also
N get us Natives together to
play games, go skiing, etc. | looked forward to our gath-
erings because | got be with the other Natives on the
Mormon Placement Program.

—

If my memory is correct, in the late fall of 1967 Brother
Brown got us together. And Ben told us he was on the
Hillcrest High School basketball team. 1 went to a differ-
ent high school called Skyline High School.

Us Natives liked basketball then, like we do now. We
followed sports on the radio and in the news-
papers. We learned Hillcrest was doing good
and they made it to state playoffs. Us Natives
were excited. All the natives and their foster
families wanted to watch Ben play.

Even though | went to a different high school, I
would make sure to watch Ben play. Jordan
High School was number one. Hillcrest was one
of the best team in the Salt Lake City area.
Granite High School was another high school.

It was sometime in 1968 that | went with my
foster family to watch Ben and Hillcrest High
play for the state championship. | had one fos-
ter sister and three foster brothers. including

my foster parents, all seven of us piled into our car and
went to watch Ben. Our seats were kind of high in the
stands but we watched the whole game.

We watched Ben play in the BYU Fieldhouse. | don't re-
member the opponent but when Ben got the ball, no
one was sitting, we were aII standing. | don t remember
the score but Hill- v
crest High School
won the state
championship and
they were led by
Ben Watahomigie. &
He made the most
points.

Ben made all his
free throws. We :
shouted so much, we lost our voices. The whoIe field-
house was loud. On the way home we were happy, ex-
hilarated. We were so proud of Ben. It was a very ex-
citing time. My sister and her foster family came with us
too.

Ben's best friend was Jessie Holiday. Jessie was also
Navajo and he was on the Placement Program

too. Jessie was from Monument Valley Utah. Today |
think Jessie is living in Blanding Utah.

Ben, Jessie and | graduated from high school in 1968. |
just wanted to share my memories of Ben Watahomigie
with the Hualapai people.
